A SERIOUS REVOLT. 


Strike Among Prisoners In the 


Massachusetts State Prison. 


GENERAL OUTBREAK IN THE SHOPS. 


The Prisoners Refuse to Work or Go to 


Their Cells, and the Guards Fire to 


Kill—The Boston Police 


to the Rescue. 


BOSTON, Aug. \ — A general riot is 


Impending at tho State Prison, 
and 


one hundred and fifty Boston policemen 
are on the scene, armed with revolvers. 
The trouble Is a culmination of tho 
diflieulties attendant upon the enforce- 
ment of the Bertillon system of meas- 
uring and photographing the prisoners, 
aggravated by the attempted escape of 
"Chicken" Walsh, his recapture and 
subsequent punishment 


At 
:J:4!> p. m. yesterday afternoon 


there 
WE.S a general outbreak in the 


work-shops. Tho men refused to obey 
tho orders of their keepers, or to return 
to their cells. 
A large force of police 


were summoned to assist in removfng 
tho prisoners to their cells. Thoae al- 
ready in their cells aided to the dis- 
turbance liy smashing the windows. 
The prisoners are especially violent in 
tho north and south wines which over- 
look tho streets. Several prison officials 
were assaulted by tho convicts and se- 
verely Injured. 


The "strike" was preconcerted and 


was to Lave taken place at one o'clock, 
but was postponed. 
"Chicken" Walsh 


is the rintjloador. 


After dinner tho prisoners marched 


back to the shops very quietly, but 
hardly had they entered when a terrific 
and general yell broke out. Windows 
and furniture were broken and tho men 
rushed into the yard, and the entire 
crowd dashed lor the various walls. 
The guards on the fences fired, at first 
to terrify tho men, but as several nearly 
gained the tup of tlin wall the bullets 
were aimed to killed. 
It is, however, 


thought that 
nobody was seriously 


wounded. 
The oillcors with clubs and 


pointed revolvers held the prisoners at 
bay until reinforcements arrived. Ev- 
ery available man 
on 
tho 
Boston 


police force is now at the prison, and 
fully three hundred officers are massed 
in thf yard and corridors. Tho guard 
on the wall has lioon trebled, and all 
aro armed with Winchester rifles and 
have instructions to kill any man who 
attempts to scalo tho wall. No count 
has yot been takrn of the prisoners, but 
it is known that many have not boon 
returned to their cells 
Some of these 


aro known to be hiding in tho yards 
trul work-shops, and it is thought that 
•me or two may have succeeded 
in 


.•caching tho outer world. Cordons of 
police guard the streets leading to the 
prison, and tho general public, includ- 
ing reporters, aro excluded. 


in an interview with Warden Russell 


last night ho said t*io light was 
the 


most serious that had taken place at 
the prison for many years. 
Ho had ex- 


pected trouble, and had the police in 
readiness should an out outbreak occur. 
Yesterday afternoon ho felt morally 
roi tain that tho crisis was ended for 
the time, but tho police wore In readi- 
no-,s for a summons. 


Tho trouble originated in a harness 


shop where ovor ono hundred men were 
employed. 
Mr. Uussoll at once hurried 


to tho shop which was in groat confu- 
sion and called upon those peaceably 
disposed to retire to their colls. About 
sovunty-fivn men complied, the others, 
however, endeavored to reach tho walls 
in an attempt to escape. 


Captain (iaskin-, and forty-five of his 


men appeared and tho prisoners were 
gotten under lock and key. Evan's re- 
volver has not yet boon found, but a 
box of cartridges was discovered In hia 
cell. 


Tho Warden has seventy men locked 


In strong cells. They will bo kept un- 
der bread and water until thoy express 
their willingness to obey tho rules o) 
tho prison. 


During tho confusion in tho harness 


shop a fire was started by some of tho 
prisoners, but was quickly extinguished. 
It is thought that tho plan of the pris- 
oners was to start a Bro, and in tho ex- 
citement, when tho outer gates were 
opened to admit tho flro department, 
make a break for liberty.

There should be 
enough contributions within a few years, not 
only to erect the building, but to endow it so 
that there should lie a fund forever hereafter 
for Its maintenance.

should be members of the Grand Army as IOHK 
as any mny live%vho can serve. 
After that it 
should be controlled by the Sons of Veterans 
and successors \vhomthey may select 


A contribution of twentj-flve or fifty cents a 
year, for three or four years, from each member 
of the (inuul Anns, would be grandly sulllcielit. 
If the annual dues of each member were in- 
creased by that sum, by order of tins Kiicain])- 
iin-nt, for three or four years, and tins increase 
paid into the hands of tlie persons designated 
bv the order, the building would be erected, the 
plan put in operation, the eiidotvinent made per- 
manent, uithout any soldier being conscious of 
the burden imposed unon bim. It could be done 
so quickly that e\ery soldier in the Union could 
pay it a visit before his death, and deposit with 
its custodians the relics of the uar which he de- 
sired preserved, ami thus it would always be a 
place where the lojal, loving souls of the sol- 
dier's friends could find objects of interest and 
reverence.

Plant Motion. 


ment of life "Plants," saysQwy, "have 
no need of locomotion, and so are gen- 
erally iued fast to the spot where they 
grow. Yet many plants move their 
parts freely, sometimes when there is no 
occasion for it that we can understand, 
and sometimes accomplishing by it some 
useful end 
The sudden closing of the 


leaflets of the sensitive plant and the 
dropping of its leaf stalk when jarred, 
also the sudden starting forward of the 
stamens of the barberry at the touch,
